He claimed railroad freight 


revenue more than made up for

In* Ihe' Clinton passenger^ train. 
Slothower told railroad officials 


they couldn't expect to have all 
"sugar" and noqe of the "chaff."

FDR's Son Will 
Explain Letter 


Admits Intimacies With 
Other Women, Wife Says 


PASADENA, Calif. (lf>—James Roosevelt soon may give an answer 


to the puzzling question of why he sent his wife a letter in 1945 admit- 
ting adultery with nine women. 


He has scheduled a press con- 
___ 


ference for Monday to make a 
statement about the case. 


The sizzling letter was filed in 


court Thursday along with the 
separate maintenance complaint of 
his wife, 38-year-old Romelle 
Schneider Roosevelt. In the text 
of the complaint she also charged 
him with infidelities with three 
other women during the past two 
years. 


Roosevelt issued a statement 


Friday saying that the letter, dated 
Feb. 27, 1945, while he was in the 
marine corps, was made public by 
his wife as a means of punishing 
him for the fact that he sued her 
for separate maintenance Jan. 18. 


In this action, Roosevelt said his 


wiffe had made "excessive" de- 
mands on him and accused her of 
having taken mementos left him 
by his father, the late president, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 


Roosevelt, in his statement, did 


not deny sending her the letter. 


Mrs. Roosevelt's attorneys said 


her action in making the letter*1 
public "was necessitated by his 
action in filing a suit with unwar- 
ranted charges and it was neces- 
sary for her to defend herself and 
protect her children." 


Mrs. Roosevelt's suit asks $2,000 


a month support for herself and 
$1,500 a month for support of their 
children.

AEC Reveals Plans to Heat 
Plant Buildings With Atom 


Waste Heat 
To Be Used 
At Hanford 
Heating Plan Would 
S^ve Enough Oil to 
Heat 1,500 Homes 


WASHINGTON C5*)— The 


atomic energy commission 
(AEC) 
announced plans to- 


day to put the atom to work 
in a new way—heating some 
buildings at one of its big 
plants as a by-product of 
making materials for bombs. 


Hitherto all such atom-generated 


heat in this country .has been 
wasted, though the British for sev- 
eral years have been keeping 
buildings warm in this way 
' The commission said it plans to 
introduce the new heating system 
as part of an expansion program 
now under way at its Hanf ord, 
Wash., plutonium-makmg plant It 
will be hooked up to a new produc- 
tion reactor 
unfler construction 


there. 


Heat 20 Building 


Twenty buildings, occupying a 


gross area of 250,000 square feet, 
and including an administration 
building, will be heated through 
the courtesy of the atom, it was 
learned. The AEC said the new 
heating system would save Uncle 
Sam the cost of 1% million gallons 
of oil annually, that's enough oil to 
heat 1500 homes in many parts of 
the country. 


The commission told about it in 


its 15th semiannual report to Con- 
gress. In the same report the AEC 
also disclosed first detailes of its 
previously-announced plan to build 
the nation's first large-scale atom- 
ic power reactor m the quest 'for 
economical industrial power from 
the atom. 


Simultaneously, the commission 


reported increased progress and 
tempo in all phases of the mili- 
tary and peacetime aspects of the 
atomic , program in which the 
American people have invested 
more than 12 billion dollars since 
1940. 


Along with general progress in 


weapons production and research, 
the atomic chiefs reported advanc- 
es in knowledge needed for an 
atomic submarine that would be 
faster and otherwise superior to 
the two already building. 


They reported reason for en- 


couragement about the cost of 
building and fueling reactors for 
industrial atomic power and said 
the outlook for making it compe- 
titive with conventional energy 
had improved in the past six 
months.

In the medical field, the AEC 


said promising research had been 
made toward using 
radioactive 


thulium in a portable device, need- 
ing no power supply, which could 
take the place of an X-ray ma- 
chine—for example on a battle- 
field.

Senators Launch 
'Lost' File Probe 


Jenner*, Bridges Claim 
Subversives Protected

WASHINGTON (JI-—The senate internal security subcommittee was 


embarked today "on a probe of what Chairman Jenner (R-Ind) called 
"the entire question of dispersal or destruction of files on Communist 
subversive activities." 


Jenner, reiteratng his charge 


that in 1944 a White House order 
directed the Navy to destroy some 
of its intelligence files on Com- 
munist activities, announced late 
Friday the subcommittee would 
start hearings in the near future. 


Reveals Order 


Another likely subject for the in- 


vestigation appeared in a state- 
ment by Sen. Bridges (R-NH). 
Bridges said that an order was 
issued for the destruction of "all 
records of a subversive nature 
about individuals in the army." 
This happened, he said about the 
same time as the incident Jenner 
described. 


Bridges said the order was re- 


scinded after he and other mem- 
bers of the old Senate Military 
Affairs Committee made a secret 
investigation at the Pentagon. 


In the forthcoming, hearings by 


the Internal Security sub-commit- 
tee, Jenner said, "all concerned 
will be given full opportunity to 
be heard under oath." 


Jenner did not say who might 


be witnesses. Several persons re- 
ported to have known about the 
order, or to have been in posi- 
tions that might enable them to 
know about it, have said they re- 
member nothing ot the matter. 


Telia of Talk 


Jenner said Adm. Ernest J. 


Knig, wartime chief of naval op- 
erations, told Adm. Chester Nim- 
itz, commander of the World War 
H Pacific fleet, that the order to 
destroy certain naval intelligence 
files came from the White House. 


Both King and Nimitt in sep- 


arate interviews said they had no 
recollection of such a conversa- 
tion. Jenner said the statement 
q u o t i n g King was "carefully 
checked and has been completely 
verified." 


He *ugg**t«d the admirals, BOW 


retired, might not "remember the 
details of * conversation in tt*s 
Pacific, in the mtdat of a war."

Molotov Wants East, 
West Germans to Sit 
In On Berlin Meeting 
BERLIN (m~Soviet For- 


eign Minister V. M. Molotov 
stubbornly tried again today 
to bring East and West Ger- 
mans into the Big Four con- 
ference on German unity. 


He ran iiuo a Western stone 


wall. 


The persistent Soviet diplomat, 


who refused to accept no for an 
answer on this same issue Friday, 
brought the subject up soon after 
the sixth day's session opened. 


The 
American, 
British 
and 


French ministers vetoed the Rus- 
sian in turn. They repeated their 
reasoning of before — that tho 
two Germanys haven't got a gov- 
eminent that can either speak or 
listen for the German people and 
therefore the rival regimes ia 
existence cannot be allowed to 
take part in the discussions. 


The Russians aren t much in- 


terested in whether the Western 
government of Konrad Adenauer 
takes part. Their aim is clearly 
to get some kind of recognition 
for t h e i r satellite Communist 
machinery which rules the Soviet 
zone and its 18 million people. 


The newest exchange pointed up 


the deadlock over plans for crea- 
tion of a new all-German govern- 
ment. 


Officials said the United States, 


Britain and France were unified 
in non determination not to yield 
in the slightest on their demand 
for free elections throughout East 
and West Germany as the essential 
first step toward a new govern- 
ment. 


U. S. Secretary of State John 


Foster Dulles was drafting a state- 
ment designed to impress this upon 
Soviet Foreign Minister V. ifr. Mo- 
lotov. But there was no piospect 
of any yielding either m the Soviet 
position for merger of the East 
Geiman Communist and the West 
German regimes as the pioper 
fust step. 


Though the German question had 


moved up to priority attention for 
the Big Four, the U. S. and Rus- 
sian ministers also decided to go 
into their preliminary talks on 
atomic energy control tonight. 


Over cocktails and caviar Friday 


night Russia's V. M. Molotov and 
America's John Foster Dulles ar- 
ranged to come to grips with the 
problem of how to make nuclear 
energy an aid to better living in- 
stead of a horrible device for sud- 
den death. 


Molotov and Dulles will meet 


again tonight after the regular ses- 
sion of the Big Four foreign minis- 
ters. They will have with them 
only a minimum number of advis- 
ers and interpreters. 


From this meeting may come an 


indication of just how far the Sov- 
iet Union is ready to go on Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's proposal of last 
Dec. 8 that the world powers prin- 
cipally involved with atomic devel- 
opment pool their energy and know 
how for peaceful purposes. 


The decision to hold an atomic 


meeting tonight was taken at a 
dinner in the Soviet sector head- 
quarters of Molotov, where Dulles 
and top American staff members 
were his guests.

Here's How to Remedy 
Damp Basement Walls 


Slow seepage through basement walls can be stopped with 
cement-base waterproofing if all visible holes are patched first. 


By MR. FIX 


You say your basement walls 


leak? You say you want more for 
your money? Well, gather 'round, 
folks, there are some handy-dandy 
little remedies here for damp 
walls. 


Forewarned 
being forearmed, 


hereby stand informed that you 
are tackling a complicated prob- 
lem—one that in some- cases re- 
quires drastic measures. Problem 
No. 1 is to discover what is mak- 
ing the walls damp, or soaking 
wet. as the case may be. 


If you are lucky, your problem 


is merely one of condensation, 
caused by warm, moist air within 
the basement meeting the cool 
basement walls. The solution is to 
ventilate the basement on dry days 


by opening the windows or using 
a cellar exhaust fan. A calcium- 
chloride 
dehumidifier 
will also 


help. 


You. are sojmewhat less fortunate 


if your problem is gradual seep- 
age through blocks and joints, and 
you may be in a rather bad way 
if it is leakage—a visible flow of 
water through the walls. 


For slow seepage through pores 


in the blocks and small openings 
in the joints between blocks, a 
cement-base waterproofing com- 
pound is one answer. 


First remove all old oil paint or 


calcium from the walls. This is a 
real chore, whether you use wire 
brush and paint remover, some 
other solvent, or rub with a carbo- 
rundum brick. Professional sand- 


bltstinf 10 tt* only "easy" way. 


Next, fill all the openings you 


can ice with 'mortar (one part ce- 
ment, two parts sand, water), be* 
fore waterproofing. Undercut tho 
openings with hammer and chisel 
to hold the patching in place, and 
then pack in the-mortar. 


Now, 
mix 
the 
waterproofing 


compound according to the manu- 
facturer's directions and scrub it 
into the wall with a stiff brush to 
fill all the pores. Wet down to* 
wall with a hose first. 


After the • surface dries (from 


two to four hours) spray again. 
Apply a second coat the following 
day. Spray the coating twice a day 
for about a week to cure it slow- 
ly. 


If damp spots still appear after 


a week, some of the pores havo 
not been completely filled. .Chisel 
them out as before, fill with mor- 
tar and treat them again with the 
waterproofing. 


Now to get back to leakage, a 


visible flow of water into the base- 
ment. There are several causes 
and remedies for this. Try the 
simplest first, of course. 


Find the leaks. Often they are 


in corners and at the joint of walls 
and floors. Chisel away crumbling 
masonry in the area of the leak 
and undercut or dovetail the open- 
ing. Clean the opening with a 
brush and pack it with a quick- 
drying patching 
cement. 
Then 


waterproof the areas. 


If these methods still don't keep 


water out of your basement, the 
cause may be outside the house. 
A leaking or clogged gutter may 
be flooding the ground around the 
foundation.

synthetic abrasives 
were 


Originally developed for industrial 
use and are now becoming avail- 
able in paint stores. They are 
much harder and longer lasting 
than garnet and flint sandpapers.) 


Next, apply a coating of enamel 


undercoat or wood primer. Turn 
the chairs upside down on a table, 
do the bottoms and legs first, then 
turn them ovei; and paint the 
backs and seats. Undercoats are 
usually available in white only, so 
it is best to tint them with a pure 
oil color to approximately the color 
of the final finish. 


When the undercoat has dried 


thoroughly (at least 24 hours), 
sand all surfaces lightly with a 
very fine production-type sand'- 
paper. Then apply theu finish coat 
of flat alkyd enamel with, a good 
nylon-bristled brush. 


Brush first across the grain. 


Finish off with the grain, using 
very little paint on the brush. This 
latter operation is known as "tip- 
ping off" to professionals. 
It 


smooths out .the paint film, elimi- 
nates brush marks and uneven 
places. 


Alkyd enamels, are so easy to 


apply that brush marks, laps, sags 
and streaks are seldom a problem. 
The alkyds generally cover to a 
single coat. 


Because they dry to a much 


harder finish than conventional 
enamels, it is best to use on them 
a waterproof sandpaper with a 
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Sand oil surfaces before 
and after applying enamel 


undercoat. 


For .satin finish, moisten 
surface with oil then with 
super-fine waterproof 
sandpaper; rub parallel to 


the grain. 


Apply finish coat of flat alkyd enamel 
with good nylon brush. Brush first 
against grain, finish-off with grain.

Failure to Heed Report Nullifies 


Senate Committee 


The senate elections committee has the power to review 


any tenate contest in which voting irregularities are charged. 
And upon its recommendations, the full senate may act to 
oust any senator whose claim to his seat seems legally 


d°UlThere would be no recourse to the courts after such a 
decision to oust a senator, since the senate is acknowledged 
to be the final judge of the fitness of its own membership. 


Most recently, the senate elections-committee, named a 


•uberoup to study alleged irregularities in the 1952 contest 
between Sen. Dennis Chavez, Democrat, of New Mexico, and 
hi* Republican opponent, Patrick J. Hurley. 
. 


After due deliberation, this subcommittee decided to in- 


validate 30,000 ballots cast in that contest—20,000 for Cha 
vex and 10,000 for Hurley^. 


Since Chavez was originally recorded the winner by 


5000 votes, the effect of reducing his total by a net of 10,000 
would be to give the election to Hurley by 5,000. 


In other words, if its investigative work was sound, the 


subcommittee determined that Chavez was not legally en 
titled to sit in the senate. 
. 
Despite this, however, the senate does not intend any 


action to oust Chavez. The reasons are interesting. 


The Republicans, who would regain voting ™nt-r' 


the senate if they could take the Chavez seat, figure they 
would lose a fight to oust him. They trail the Democrats, *<4 
to 47, in senate membership, with the other seat belonging 
to independent Sen. Wayne Morse of Oreogn. 


The Democrats, who like to suggest that immorality is 


by definition Republican, show no disposition to oust one 
of their own number, since their voting control is at stake. 


And Morse, who daily publicizes himself as the most 


moral man in the senate, if not in the nation, has apparently 
indicated sympathy for the Democrats in this issue.

Now the findings of a senate committee are supposed to 


be sober and meaningful. If elementary politics is to govern 
what happens to them, then they are the opposite: A mean- 
ingless joke. 


Worse, this committee's operations will stand condemned 


as a moral fraud. The committee took* thousands of words 
of testimony for an evidently serious purpose—to learn 
whether the sanctity of the American ballot had been vio- 
lated. When it decides such is the case, the senate which cre- 
ated the committee decides, in its most flippant mood, to do 
absolutely nothing about it. 


Such immorality undermines the whole structure and 


character of the senate. It is no service to anybody who 
cherishes Democracy. At the very least, the senate should 
now disband the senate elections committee as one of its per 
manent groups, since it no longer serves any purpose, but 
to spend the taxpayers' money in fruitless investigation.

Lincoln, American Folk-God ... An Empty Tomb?... A Noble Father...Mystic Overtones

We soon will observe the birthday of Illinois' most fa- 


mous son, Abraham Lincoln. The holiday is truly national 
in scope, but to us who live in "Lincoln country" it has 
more than usual interest. 


As a prelude to the holiday, we'll review a few of the 


facts, but more of the fiction that has grown concerning 
our 16th president.

Lincoln is the only American who has approached the 


status of an American God. Through the years he has 
become all things to all men. His 
words have been used to prove all 
types of arguments. To businessmen 
he has been an Horatio Alger symbol. 
Teachers have told their pupils of his 
craving for knowledge. To the Ameri- 
can masses he has been one of their 
own risen to the heights. 


It probably was inevitable that many 


would compare him with Christ. After 
his death the parallels were drawn 
quickly. His birth and childhood were

humble. His humanitarianism and goodness were unde- 
niable (except to his most bitter enemies in life.)

friends reported he had dreams that foretold his death. 
That death came on the anniversary of Christ's death.

Many factors combined to make of Lincoln a folk god. 
No men since his death, and only three before it, were" 


strong candidates for a similar adoration. The three, 


which was typified by the South. The war which symbol- 
izes our greatest division of thought resulted in the weld- 
ing of a stronger union. It can be argued that before the 
war the people of the United States were not a united 
people, but Northerners and Southerners. After it, they 
became Americans, and as such, were ready for the de- 
velopment of a folk hero.

The production of literature about Lincoln has been 


amazing. In 1939, Jay Monaghan's "Lincoln Bibliogra- 
phy" listed 3.958 books and pamphlets dealing primarily 
with Lincoln's life. Undoubtedly the number has, by now, 
passed the 4,000 mark. We've heard of no reasonably 


Lincoln Is said to have 
grown a beard to please 11- 
year-old Grace Bedell.

Lincoln's private secertary, John Hay, reported the 


president had told him about a "vision" he had seen while 
in Springfield. It was after Lincoln was elected president, 
when he looked in a mirror and saw two images of his 
face, one several shades more pale than the other. Mrs. 
Lincoln reportedly interpreted the images to mean her 
husband would be elected to serve two terms in the White 
House, but would die before completing the second. 


Lincoln also is reported to have outlined another dream 


heNhad while president, in which he looked into a coffin 
in the East room of the White House. When he asked, 
"Who is dead in the White House?" the answer was, "The 
President. He was killed by an assassin."

No one is positive whether 
Lincoln was the champion 
rail splitter of his time as 
hi* neighbor William Wood 
said, but the legend grew. 
It was voiced at the 1860

There are many versions of 
the celebrated fight be- 
tween Lincoln and Jack 
Armstrong. Early writers 
said Lincoln won the fight. 
However, 
the papers of 


Rowan Herndon, who was 
present at the battle, said it 
was a draw, with both men 


quitting. 


Washington, Jefferson and Jackson, each failed in at least 
one respect. Washington was cold, austere; Jefferson was 
too much of an intellectual; Jackson was a man given to 
fits of violence. 


Lincoln was exempt from these faults. He was warm 


and accessible, and while his intellectual powers were 
evident, he had the homespun quality which endeared him 
to all. And having left the rough and tumble frontier life 
behind him, he was a peaceful man in the midst of vio- 
lence. 


Aside from his personal qualities, the time was ripe for 


America's folk god. The Civil War was a major turning 
point in our national growth. The country began with an 
agricultural economy. During the first half of the 19th 
century the industry grew until it challenged the society 


complete listing of magazine articles concerning Lincoln, 
but a prominent Lincoln scholar, Paul Angle, has esti- 
mated the number as running into four figures. 


The Lincoln literature includes many volumes of anec- 


dotes and tales. They range from the true, the half-true 
to complete fiction, but most extoll the national hero. 
They contain the stories which are illustrated by th« 
sketches included today, and many others.

While the stones about Lincoln are interesting, we'd 


like, at this point, to list a few of the larger forces and 
incidents that have made Lincoln an American god. 


The outstanding myth revolves around the tomb of Lin- 


coln in Springfield. As we wrote in an earlier column, the 
question still is asked, "Is Lincoln really buried here?" 
Throughout the years the question (some writers call it a 
hope) has been heard countless times by custodians of the 
tomb. The many entombments of Lincoln's body and the 
attempt to steal his corpse may have confused the public 
for a time, but others believe the suspicion that Lincoln's 
tomb is empty is an expression of the old belief that folk 
heroes do not die like common men.

Going back to the beginning of Lincoln's life, we find 


the myth-makers also at work. They found it difficult to 
believe that their hero could have been the son of such a 
lowly man as Thomas Lincoln, and in due time the rumors 
spread. He was not Thomas's son, but the son of a more 
noble father. The stories grew to include the names of 
Henry Clay or John C. Calhoun as Lincoln's father, and 
reached the extreme when Patrick Henry, who died ten 
years before Lincoln's birth, was said to have been the 
father. 


The stories of Lincoln's dreams have added much to

Trouble With Nails May Be 
Symptom of Other Ailments

Readers have recently written | come pitted and deformed. 


complaining of white streaks on 
the sides of their fingernails, of a 
large, white space in the nails, or 
splitting of the nails and a wide 
variety 
of 
other 
troublesome 


changes in the nails of the fingers 
or toes. 


This subject is a difficult one 


to discuss since there are many 
conditions which affect the finger 
or toe nails or both and in many 
cases treatment is relatively un- 
satisfactory. 


For one thing there are a num- 


ber of conditions most commonly 
attacking the skin such as pso- 
riasis or ringworm which also in- 
volve the nails. 


There are 
several 
disorders 


which cause the nails to become 
loose, ridged, dull in color, or de-' 
formed which do not seem to be 
related either to diseases of the 
skin or any other general condition 
of the body. 


One such disease of the nails 


comes from inflammation around 
the base of the nail. In this condi- 
tion the soft tissue near the nail 
root becomes enlarged and sensi- 
tive. 


Sometime* the nail* tend to aplit 


for no apparent reason. Ringworm 
can affect the nail* and may be 
difficult to cure. Psoriasis is an- 
other skin disease which may af- 
fect UM aaiis tad MUM them to to 


The nails of either hands or feet 


can become thickened. With thick- 
ening, the nails become dull col- 
ored and are often ridged or fur- 
rowed. 
CAUSE MAY BE DISTANT 


There are many possible causes 


for thickening. Irritation from neg- 
lect, dirty or poorly fitting shoes 
or gloves may be responsible. Cer- 
tain diseases of the glands of in- 
ternal secretion which produce hor- 
mones are sometimes at fault. 


Diseases of the nails require ac- 


curate diagnosis. The cause may 
be associated with some general 
state of the body such as poor diet, 
a wasting disease, or something 
else far distant from the nail* 
themselves. Then the distant cause 
must be identified if possible and 
treated according to what is found. 
Complete cure is often extremely 
difficult, and disappointing to the 
patient.

layoffs has slackened. 


The census bureau reported Fri 


day that unemployment reached 
2,360,000 for the week ending Jan. 
9, or an increase of 510,000 over 
the preceding month. 


However, the labor department's 


bureau of employment security re 
ported that the number of jobless 
claiming unemployment compen- 
sation benefits was 2,038,827 on 
Jan. 16, an increase of 87,888 over 
Jan. 9. 


Since only 36 million out Of the 


nation's nearly 60 million em- 
ployed persons are covered by the 
unemployment compensation pro. 
gram, economists speculate the 
jobless total probably has climbed 
to 2'£ million or higher. 


The figures today showed there 


were 410,600 initial claims for un- 
employment compensation benefits 
for the week ended Jan. 23. Not 
all of these can be considered as 
unemployed, since some normally 
get other jobs in a few days. 


These 410,600 initial claims for 


jobless benefits indicated a contin- 
uing heavy number of workers los- 
ing their jobs. But the figure com- 
pared with 444,800 initial claims 
for the week ended Jan. 16 with 
468.787 Jan. 9, and 413,300 Jan. 2. 


Thus, the rate of new unemploy- 


ment has slacked a bit now for 
two straight weeks. 


Sen. Douglas (D-I11) said census 


figures do not reflect "real unem- 
ployment" because they do not 
count workers temporarily laid off. 
The census figure on unemploy- 
ment omits those told to return 
within 30 days. 


The new report, he said in an in- 


terview, shows that 275,000 work- 
ers were temporarily laid off. 
Many of these, Douglas contended, 
will be unemployed for several 
weeks or even months. But they 
are now counted, he said, as part 
of the employed workers total.

Ties DeKalb for 2nd Place; 
DonNafziger Scores 28 Pts.'

GENESEO— (Special)— The Dixon Dukes were forced 


to fight a long uphill battle to win their fourth North Cen- 
tral Illinois conference basketball game over a stubborn Gene 
seo five, 63-59, last night. The win moved the Dukes into a 
tie with DeKalb for second place. 
"It was a better Geneseo team 


than beat us in the Geneseo tour- 
nament," Coach Lon Scofield re- 
ported after the game. "Those 
guys were really shooting." 


The Dukes ran into the most 


trouble in the first period when 
a one-time reserve, Ray Jacobs, 
6-2 forward, peppered the nets for 
Geneseo. Jacobs paced the Maple 
Leafs to a 19 point first period 
when he hit five out of seven set 
shots from the left side. Geneseo 
led, 19-14. 


Range Trouble 


In the first period, Dixon con- 


trolled the boards, both offensive- 
ly and defensively, but had trou- 
ble finding the range either on the 
first shot or subsequent tap-Ins. 


Geneseo increased its lead to 


22-14 in the opening minutes of 
the second quarter. But Don Naf- 
ziger, Dixon forward, took charge 
of the situation, scored five bas- 
kets and helped boost ,the Dukes 
back into the game. Dixon knotted 
the count at 32-all with 45 seconds 
to go, but a free throw by Vern 
Cobb of Geneseo with five seconds 
remaining, gave the Leafs a one 
point halftime margin.

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Farmers Likely 
To Plant More 
Soybeans in '54 


WASHINGTON (*» — The agricul- 


tural Marketing Service said today 
farmers probably will plant more 
land to soybeans this year than 
last despite government notice that 
• surplus might develop. 


Th* marketing service said there 


were two major factors which 
could be expected to influence far- 
mers to plant more of the oilseed 
crop -• (1) favorable prices re- 
ceived for the 1953 crop and (2) 
a desire to find an alternative use 
for 25 million acres of land ex- 
pected to be taken out of cotton, 
wheat and corn under surplus con- 
trol programs. 


Last week Secretary of Agricul- 


ture Benson set the 1954 price sup- 
port for soybeans at S2.22 a bushel, 
down 24 cents from last year. This 
reduction was designed, he said, 
to discourage an increase in plant- 
Ings which might well create a 
soybean surplus to match surpluses 
in cotton, wheat, corn and some 
other crops.

Turk Leader 
Warns U. S. 
Of 'New Fires' 


WASHINGTON (ft -> President 


Bayar of Turkey cautioned Con- 
^.^•; Friday tiiai "new tires may 
break out" in the world and named 
the United Nations and the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization as. 
the best defenses against them. 


In his brief address for a special 


joint meeting of the two houses, 
Bayar pointed out that Turkey has 
also sought "to fill in the gaps . . 
in the peace front "by signing the 
Tripartite B a l k a n Pact with 
Greece and Yugoslavia. He said: 


"The friendship established be- 


tween Greece and Turkey is the 
best example of how two coun- 
tries who mistakenly 
mistrusted 


each other for centuries have 
agreed upon a close and loyal col- 
laboration as a result of recogni- 
tion of the realities of life." 


Technical progress has made the 


world smaller, he said, and dan- 
ger to one country is danger to 
all: that is why Turkey supports 
collective security. He continued: 


"When an unjust aggression, 


kindled by the false belief that the 
United Nations would neither act 
nor intervene, occurred in Korea, 
Turkey did not hesitate for a sin- 
gle moment to joint those coun- 
tries which showed the fortitude 
to send their sons to faraway bat- 
tlefields." 


He expressed , the hope that 


peace would come to the Far 
East, but even "should peace be 
signed," he said, the United Na- 
tions resolution on Korea should 
remain in force. 


"The security of the future de- 


pends on this fact," he insisted. 
"Korea is an example. This ex- 
ample may be repeated anywhere 
in the world."

U. S. Needs 
Reservists? 
Study Shows 


WASHINGTON W — A senate 


committee said today the nation's 
military reserves are badly under- 
manned. 
' 


It blamed the shortage in large 


part on the calling of inactive re- 
servists—many of them World War 
U veterans—to duty in the Korean 
War. 


The senate armed services com- 


mittee issued a report stressing 
the importance to national defense 
of "a strong ready reserve force," 
out it said its study showed that 
the reserves of all the services are 
"suffering from a serious shortage 
of manpower." 


The National guard, the report 


indicated, is in better shape, but 
in need of at least a year's train- 
ing to be ready for combat. 


Summon Million 


The committee recalled 
that 


nearly a million reservists were 
summoned to active duty in the 
Korean War and that most of these 
were World War II veterans. 


It noted that thousands of these 


veterans were inactive reservists, 
undergoing no training and receiv- 
ing no pay, while thousands of ac- 
tive reservists remained at home, 
although they had been paid for 
training duty. 
' 


"This inexplicable policy creat- 


ed an attitude of distrust and re- 
sentment on the part of the non- 
paid reservists toward the armed 
forces which still exists," the re- 
port said. 


Among other things, it also said: 
1. Many parents and wives re- 


fuse to let sons and husbands sign 
up for reserve training for fear 
they will be called up. 


2. Some employers discriminate 


against reservists because of the 
time required for military training 


or the possible loss of the worker 
during a war. 


Under Strength 


3. Many reserve units are fur 


under strength, some with less 
than a tenth of their authroized 
personnel. Others have too many 
officers; two few enlisted men. 
The air force reserve has 2,000 
more officers than airmen. 


4. There is a critical shortage of 


young pilots in air force and navy 
air reserve units. Average age of 
pilots in many units is above 30. 


Chairman Saltonstall (R-Mass) 


said the committee will hold early 
public hearings on the problem.
